His action was immediately 
hailed as “in line with the think- 
ing and feeling of the American 
people,” by Sen. Arthur V. Wat- 
kins (R-Utah), a member of the 
Senate internal security sub- 
committee. 

Hammarskjold announced 
Wednesday night that “I have 
come to the conclusion, on the 
basis of my authority under the 
statute of the tribunal, not to 
reinstate the persons con- 
cerned.” 

In explanation he said only 
that reinstatement “would be 
inadvisable from the points of 
view which it is my duty to take 
into consideration.” 

The four employees. refused 
reinstatement by Hammarskjold 
were Ruth Crawford, $9,000 a 
year information officer; Mrs. 
Dorothy Hope Tisdale Eldridge, 
statistical expert; Eda Glaser, 
clerk-typist; and Alexander 
Svenchansky, radio division in- 
formation officer.

R. GILBERT JACKSON, ONE 

of the ablest economists in Can- 

ada, has completed a study of wages 

and prices in the last four decades. 

He finds that between 1913 and 1952 

the money wages of Canadian work- 

ers have increased on average by 380 
per cent, per manhour of work. 


But this does not mean that the 
worker is nearly four times as well 
off as he was before the first war. 
In this period prices have risen also 
until, says Mr. Jackson, $2.37 is now 
required to buy what $1 would have 
bought in Canada 40 years ago. 

Thus the real wages of the 
worker, his actual purchasing power 
as distinguished from his money 
wages, have risen by. 102 per cent. 
He is twice as well off as he was in 
1913, despite the inflation which has 
cut all fixed savings in half and griev- 
ously injured many helpless people. 

The rise in real wages has main- 
tained an average rate of 1.95 per 
cent per year throughout these four 
decades. At-first glance this may 
seem to be a small figure. By all 
recorded experience throughout the 
world it is extremely high. A na-~ 
tional economy which can improve 
its production and consumption of 
goods at this rate is doing well. In 
fact, Canada has done better than 
any country in the world, except the 
United States. 

““The nation whose workers could 
achieve and sustain an increase in 
real hourly wages at this annual 
rate,” Mr. Jackson says, “would in- 
crease nearly sevenfold, in the course 
of a century, the volume of goods 
and services which an_ individual 
worker might obtain by means of 
one hour’s work. At this rate of in- 
crease one hour’s work might-con- 


ceivably, by the middle of the next 


century, be the means of obtaining, 


on average, as much of the. good 
things of life as is now being ob- 
tained on an average by. means of an 
entire day’s labor.” 

Yes, but all this assumes that we 
can continue to increase our output 
per manhour of work as we have 
done in the last forty years. It is 
the production of goods, not the 
amount of money he receives, that 
will fix the worker’s living standard, 
simply because he cannot consume 
goods he does not produce. If money 
wages are increased faster than 
goods the worker will be no better 
off. Increased prices will automati- 
“cally cancel out increased wages. And 


if wages are to go on increasing | 


much faster than goods, as they have 
done since the war, then assuredly, 
says Mr. Jackson, we are: in for 
another round of inflation and 
another debasement of savings. 

“It may be thought,” Mr. Jack- 
son says, “that a 6 per cent increase 
in the retail cost of living is quite a 
small: price to pay for avoidance of 
large-scale disputes about wage rates 
between employers and employees, 
during the twelve-month period in 
which the cost of living is thus driven 
upward. . But a regular diet of this 
kind, for five years, would increase 
the cost of living no less than one- 
third. In twelve years it would dou- 
ble our —cost--of=-living: --If = twelve 
years hence (that is in 1965) be- 
cause of the continuance of . such 
thinking we Canadians find our cost 
of living doubled we need then blame 
nobody but ourselves.” 

Chiefly we must blame ourselves 
for not distinguishing between real 
and money wages, between actual 
goods and-an inedible piece of paper.

ace Universities 


As Canada’s Colleges Follow New. Trend 


(BUP Report: From Antigonish, N.S.) 


OVERNOR - GENERAL VINCENT 

Massey fears that both big universi- 

* ties and small liberal arts colleges are in 

danger of losing vital parts of their 
value. 

Mr. Massey, who received an honorary 
degree from St. Francis Xavier Univer- 
sity, told a convocation audience that 
“large universities are in danger of losing 
not only the community of scholars, but 
also the unity of knowledge.” 

“The smaller ones,” he said, “while 
retaining the community of scholars, may 
also lose sight of the unity of knowledge 
if, devoted to their exclusive and special 
interests, they lose sight of their universal 
mission.” 

Mr..Massey emphasized that modern 
acience depended on the conception of 
Monotheism, or order .in the universe, 
“which is the acientist’s first axiom.” 


PURPOSELESS 

Fears were expressed, he said, that 
with the loss of ‘the sense of divine 
meéaning and purpose which first directed 
and inspired scientific studies, the mean- 
ing and purpose of science may be lost. 

“And a purposeless exploration of the 
powers of the universe by those uncon 
scious of its meaning is a process that 
one fears even to contemplate,” he said. 

The Governor-General said that in 
English-speaking universitiés there was 
increasingly “an unhappy tendency to 
divide institutions of higher learning into 
the .secular ones which worship science 


“andthe religious -which may regard 


os 


best with some 


scientific studies at 
suspicion.” 

He said the small homogeneous college 
“cherishes as its single aim the old- 
fashioned but still fundamental purpose 
of developing the educated man.” 

In small colleges, he sald, “there is 
the all-important factor of personal, of 
almost individual, instruction. Too often 
teaching today may be no more than a 
cold and rational demonstration, or on 
the other hand, an emotional appeal or 


a curious combination of both. 


ILLUSION 

“It is, of course, an illusion that the 
vast classrooms with perfect ventilation, 
lighting and acoustics enable even the 
best of profgssors to do for a group of 
one or two hundred what formerly he 
might have done for 10 or 20. 

“The law of diminishing returns oper- 
ates all too surely,” he warned. “Sound 
teaching is neither merely a rational 
demonstration nor an emotional appeal.” 

The Governor-General said that, on 
the other hand, “the small liberal arts 
college is not ringed round with profes- 
sional or teehnical schools nor has- it 
the embarrassing obligations which some- 
times follow large grants for research. 

“I am not suggesting that these elab- 
orate accessories are necessarily bad,” 
he said, “I do say they may be Greek 
gifts. 

“Free of them, at least the authorities 
can_give their minds to the achievement 
of a liberal education without "having 


their practices and procedures fitted to 
the Procrustean bed of a curriculum and 
credit system adapted to an immense 
variety of courses, most of which have 
little or no concern with liberal educa- 
tion.” . 


INTELLECTUAL SIGNIFICANCE 

Mr. Massey said the liberal arts col- 
lege founded on a common religious belief 
had a universal frame of reference and 
had the foundations of “intellectual 
significance.” 

“Properly understood,” he said, “they 
provide the common ground without 
which intellectual adventure may be 
aimless.” 

The Governor-General said he was not 
unaware of the dangers incidental to 
“narrow dogmatism” or of the value of 
“free expression of thought.” 

“But it is too easy to forget the other 
danger,” he said, “which is attracting 
increasing attention from even the intel- 
lectual libertines. 

“I mean the danger of that neutralism 
which may settle like a blight on those 
of differing or ill-defined views. In the 
interests of sensitive feelings, for fear 
of acrimonious discussion, genuine in- 
tellectual exploration may be confined 
to mechanical reasoning.” 

Poverty was another danger of the 
small college but not yet the greatest, Mr. 
Massey said. He said that “poverty can 
be a special menace to a college which 
does not give itself to the profitable 
pursuits of professional iearning and of 


applied research.”

Later, summer 
resorts started to spring up and the peak 
of the tourist trade was reached when be- 
tween two and three hundred visitors dis- 
embarked on one day at Galiano. ’ 


SERVED BY ‘OTTER’ 


But to go back to transportation. The 
boat which served the Gulf Islands in 1921 
was the Otter, capable of carrying about 
20 passengers, most uncomfortably. She 
was supplemented by the Island Princess 
(now the Cy Peck) and licensed to cross 
the Gulf only in summer and carried 
50 passengers. During this time the 
Charmér was serving Mayne and Pende; 
Istancs-and-of tourse“Salt Spring Tslah: 
(the largest in the group), and Galiané 
was added to her ports of call about 1925. 
The Charmer was, as “old timers” will 
remember, once the crack boat of the local 
C.P.R. fleet. She ultimately became too 
old for even the Gulf Island run and 
ended her days in that service. Her place 
was taken by the Princess Royal, a good 
ship on her way out. She, too, finished 
her days with us. Then came the Princess 
Mary. One does not have to be too old 
to remember her serving us well, when 
she herself was well, limping along, many 
hours late, when one of the boilers had 
to be attended to or lying up for a major 
operation so that she could pass inspection. 


WITHERED PLANS 


Now what was the C.P.R. doing since 
the time when the Princess Mary came 
on the run, knowing that she was the 
last of their vessels which was suitable 
to end her days with us? They were look- 
ing ahead and had plans on the drawing: 
board for a new ship, one built especially 
for the Gulf Islands run, one which was 
fast and had all the modern conveniences 
for the quick handling of freight: The 
Elaine was to fill the gap. However, 
Montreal said “no” to the new ship. Then 
came the discovery that the Elaine 
could make more money on the Nanaimo- 
Vancouver run and so we got the Norah 
one day a week, 


And so the picture is this. A boat, too 
small for a growing business, a larger ojd 
lady who dies, Two more deaths in the 
family but hope of a sturdy young daugh- 
ter, A pre-natal guardian who deserts, 
and five lovely new wharves lying idle 
for six days a week.

Changing Names 


QE of my readers, in an interesting letter 
which contains his views of many Varied 

topics, has included an intriguing suggestion 

About name-changing. He says, in part: 


“The recent regrettable tragedy involving 
@ young naval cadet has brought to my mind 


one of my pet notions about 
name-changing. 
“I have often wondered if 
It would be of advantage to 
all concerned, if people with 
long foreign names were 
asked to Anglicize their 
names after becoming Cana- 
dian citizens. The name of 
the young cadet was WSZYE- 
BOROWSKI, and here is an- 
other name in the news even 
- Nancy jionger, ANDRUSCZAKE- 
WICZ. I have noticed a terrific lot of long 
fiamés in the foreign settlements in Winnipeg. 


“When you stop and consider that the usual 
person has to sign her or his name several 
times a day, it would be a great time saver if 
nothing else were they shortened. The pro- 
cession starts when we start school. The 
teacher puts our name on the register, on the 
report cards, etc., and by the time we reach 
the adult stage there are countless other forms 
to be signed—income tax, health insurance, 
etc., and our dollar bills, if we are fortunate 
enough to possess any, are signed by the gover- 
nor of the Bank of Canada, 


“Can you visualize one of our promising 
emigrants, or is it immigrants, reaching the 
high estate of governor of the Bank of Canada 
and having a name like ANDRUSCZCAKE- 
WICZ? We should need a dollar bill a yard 
Jong for him to have room to put his name on. 
“Ig should not be too difficult to choose a

The writer of the letter also acknowledges 
one thing which I would point up—that while 
some foreign names are long, there are others 
of British-Canadian stock which are just as 
unwieldy even if they are more pronounceable 
to us. Take the hypenates, such as Cholmon- 
dely-Cutbush, or even some of the cumber- 
some ones that you can find in our own Island 
telephone books, 

Yet I feel-sure that the holders of those 
names would be highly indignant if anyone 
suggested shortening them or substituting a 
commoner name, So it may well be that many 
of our Canadian citizens of foreign extraction 
are as justifiably proud and fond of their 
family names as the scions of the Montmor- 
ency-Plushbottom clan. 

On the other hand. if you study the British 
Columbia Gazette over a period of years, you 
will find that many a possessor of a foreign 
name sounding to our unaccustomed ears 


rather like a sneeze applies for official per-, 


mission to Anglicize it. Thus Petrovskovitch- 
sky may well become Peterson. But from that 
same source I have discovered that other rea- 
sons often lie behind name-changing. 

Numerology is often at the back -of—less 
obvious motives for changing one’s name, it 
seems. I know little about this so-called science 
beyond the fact that the numerologists attrib- 
ute a certain significance to the letters of the 
alphabet, such numbers as 11 and 22, for in- 
stance, having mystic qualities. 

But that explains why, for instance, when 
John Henry Smith or Mary Ann Brown feel 
that their names aren't vibrating harmoniously 
with their personalities, causing things to go 
awry, they decide to become Theophilus Har- 
ris Blimp or Esmerelda Maude Ecstasy—thus

wet know that the president is considering 

the advice to make public more informa- 
tion about atomic weapons 

Yet the general public can never be allowed 
to know, as a matter of fact will never be 
allowed to know, so much as 
the quite considerable num- 
ber of scientists, military 
men, and high civilian offi- 
cials who have access to all 
the information there is. 

In what sense, then, will 

a public with a little knowl- 
edge be capable of passing 
judgment on the critical mili- 
tary issues which have not 
yet been decided by those 

Lippmann with all the knowledge? 

The practical conclusion which I draw from 
this is that the basic decisions must be made 
by the president and his advisers; if new in- 
formation is to be published, it will have to 
be evidence in support of the decisions which 
have already been reached. What is most 
certainly not needed, is not desirable, and can 
do nothing but harm, would be a campaign, 
purporting to be educational but in fact prop- 
aganda, designed to heat up and to excite the 
public. This is a matter which cannot be 
dealt with by public debate. It is a matter 
for responsible leadership drawing its strength 
from the confidence of the nation, 

* * * 

"One kind of information about atomic 
Weapons can never be published in a form 
which would permit anyone, now ignorant of 
it, to make a responsible decision. Why do 
T'say never? Because that kind of infortia- 
tion is not scientific information at all. It 
has nothing to do with nuclear physics or 
with engineering. It has to do with military 
intelligence and with the flexible strategy 
and tactics based on that intelligence. 

Information of this kind, dealing with the 
varying and variable relations of targets, 
routes, bases, planés, bombs and other mis- 
siles, can never be published. For once pub- 
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lished, the adversary can take measures which 
may convert into false information what may 

before he knew it—have been true informa- 
tion. Or, if it is false information, it enables 
him to take advantage of what he will then 
know to be faulty intelligence work. 

* * * 

* Is there, we are ‘bound to ask, any firm 
ground amidst all this secrecy and complexity 
upon which a public policy can be based? On 
the immediate practical question of “defense” 
and “offense,” now being debated, there is, 
I believe, a firm ground of principle. If we 
assume that both the U.S.S.R. and the U\S.A. 
will fairly soon be capable of a devastating 
atomic offensive, what is the best defense? 

Is it to construct, parallel with the stra- 
tegic air force, another great military estab- 
lishment dedicated to a passive defense against 
the Soviet strategic air force? That might 
seem like the necessary and the right thing 
to do except that the cost is so high and the 
prospect of a really adequate passive defense 
80 poor. 

The other conception of defense is to con- 
centrate the mdéney, the efforts, and the 
weapons available for passive defense on pro- 
tecting the strategic air force itself—first its 
forces in being and then its source of supply. 
On this view, if the adversary cannot knock 
out the strategic air force, he will never dare 
to attack the industrial cities. The target of 
an atomic Pearl Harbor would have to be, 
not Detroit, New York or Washington, but 
the strategic air force itself. To attack the 
cities while the air force was capable of strik- 
ing would be military’ lunacy.

Baseball club officials intimate that this will be the final 

test for the future of professional baseball 
in Victoria.

That, in a nutshell, is the climax to the 
Western International League baseball sea- 
son which ends locally Saturday night 

Firstly, it is‘evident that baseball's po- 
sition here is precarious as it is in several 
cities across the continent. Victoria is no ex 
ception to the rule. 

What must be decided by the sporting 
public between now and Saturday is 

Walker Do sports fans like baseball well enough 
as an attraction to give it a vote of confidence? 

Do sports fans appreciate the thankless efforts, that have 
been made by a handful to keep the game alive here? 

Do sports fans think baseball is good for the community 
and as a possible goal for the hundreds of youngsters of city 
and district now playing the game and the hurfdreds more who 
will be playing the game in a few years? 

These are only a few of the questions, but they are indica- 
tive of the situation as it now affects the Tyees—and pro 
baseball. 


The Players Deserve Commendation 


Secondly, the club has stated that this final appeal is 
based on the ‘fact that club salaries must be paid. 

Speaking from personal experience, we know this is so. 
We sat in the club office not so long ago and witnessed a 
sight that would make one wonder why ballplayers love the 
game as much as they do. 

The handouts were mere pittances, but the general theme 
of the members of the Tyees was: 

“Sure, that’s okay; you can give me the rest when you've 
got the dough.” 

No one can ask for any better co-operation than that from 
the players, even though at the-time they must have won- 
dered if it was all worth it. Still, the majority didn’t com- 
plain; they accepted it as part of the game. 

Even if the fans don’t show up, somehow the players will 
get paid, probably by the club directors themselves. It has 
happened before. But it shouldn't happen again. The di- 
rectors have done their part, and more, in this regard. 


A Definite Assurance Must Be Received 


Thirdly, the inference that this is the final test for pro- 
baseball may seem contradictory in the light of other announce- 
ments, but it’s true. 

It has been said that the Tyees intend to start an internal 
rebuilding program following this season. This statement was 
in answer to a direct question concerning the future, if, and 
only if, the fans responded to the club's current plea, 
fi Certainly no one is going to invest in the club at this 
particular moment if the sports public shows that it is con- 
tent to let the game die an unnatural death. And certainly 
they shouldn't be expected to do so in view of the lowly attend- 
ance this year—attendance, which it is admitted, is relative 
to the team's position. 

No club official has attempted to deny the fact that the 
Tyees weren't pennant contenders. But by the same token, it 
must also be admitted that there was very little that could 
be done about it, 


No Attempt to Dodge the Issue 


Regarding the future, it is quite possible that overtures 
have been received by club officials which would indicate that 
further capital may be forthcoming. At least it would appear 
so from the statement that a rebuilding program is planned. 

However, it must also be equally as apparent, that if 
this is so, the move would only be contingent on the success 
of the club's present appeal. 

It has also been readily admitted by club officials that 
the team has not been accepted by the community as part 
of the community. And accepting full responsibility for this 
obvious fact, club officials intend to rectify the situation in 
the future, if. there is a future. 

That future now rests with the community. And in pre- 
senting the above facts we trust that the sports public will 
weigh them with due consideration and act as their conscience 
dictates.

Two-Cent’ Discount on U.S. Bills May Cost Victoria Businessmen Lucrative Trade Loss 


BY BRIAN NICHOLSON

A little matter of two cents is losing certain Victoria 
cafes, hotels, motels and shops a lot of business, 

That two cents is the sum. which the proprietors of 
these business have chosen, quite legally, to deduct from 
the American dollar. 

I have just returned from a few days’ visit in San Fran- 
cisco with $30 American to spare. I determined to find 
out if I could spend that money in Victoria without con- 
verting it to Canadian currency and without sacrificing a 
single cent even though the Canadian dollar was at a 
premium. 

In Montreal and Toronto—just as aware as Victoria 
of the value of the U.S, tourist—I had never had any 
trouble in disposing of American money at no loss to myself. 

I was eager to see if Victoria was as anxious to please 
the American tourist and accept his money at par. 

I regret to say I found that a considerable number of 
cafe, hotel, motel and shop proprietors apparently are so 
blinded by the superior value of the Canadian dollar that 
they are losing business. 

It is obvious that most Canadians are delighted that 


after many years of the reverse their money is worth more 
than the American. 

Their pleasure is understandable. But when the Cana- 
dian is worth only two cents more, as has been the case all 
summer, it seems to- me rather pointless to quibble over 
so small a sum. 

That also appears to be the feeling of the Retail Mer- 
chants Association who have a tacit understanding to accept 
U.S, note at par when the difference is only two cents or less. 

I know now where I will be allowed full exchange for 
my American dollars in Victoria. U.S. tourists soon make 
the same discoveries. 

One of the main organizers of a recent convention in 


the Empress Hotel arrived a few days in advance of the 400 
convention members—400 Americans who were going to 
spend quite a lot of money in approximately three days in 


~ Victoria. 


The first night he was here he left the Empress—where 
he received full exchange for his dollars—and went for a 
walk round the town. ‘ ‘ 

He stopped for a meal at a Yates Street cafe and was 
only given 98 cents for his dollar. 

The next* morning he told me: ;“I'm going to advise 
all the members of the convention not to go to that place 
or any other place where they won't accept our dollar at par. 

“We're bringing a great deal of business to the city. 
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. 
We are entitled to concessions especially over such a paltry 
sum a8 two cents,” he added. ; 

One or two businesses depending largely on U.S. tour- 
ists for their income are understood. to be charging the 
Americans ‘more than 2 per cent for their dollar. 

Letters have been received by a leading Victoria travel 
authority complaining of bting overcharged on the Mill 
Bay-Brentwood Ferry. ‘ 

“Iwas chargeds5 cents per dollar (25 cents for $5.00) 
to change a five dollar U.S. bill into Canadian money. This 
was done in connection with paying a $1.25 ferry bill for 
one automobile and two people.”—Julian Dayton, Little Rock, 
Arkansas. 

“Price was $1.25. I had $1.25 plus .01 cent in American 
money. Ferry man said they charged 5 per cent exchange 
on our money, meaning I would need $1.25 plus .05 cents. 
So I had to give him a $5.00 American bill and was charged 
25 cents to exchange this at 5 per cent or give up .25 cents 
for lack of one cent at legal rate. Left a bad taste.”—T. M. 
Robinson, San Mateo, California.

“Nobody could envisage the 
rapidity of change in women's 
status in Pakistan,” said Begum 
Shaista I. Ikramullah, speaking 
before a packed auditorium at 
Club Sirocco, Wednesday after- 
noon.

India is now ouilding 
dams on her side and Pakistan 
is losing 10 per cent of her 
water.
